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WHITE HOUSE STATEMENT 
December 12, 1971 



On December 7th, the General Assembly by a vote of 104 to 1 1 
with ten abstentions called on India and Pakistan to institute an 
immediate cease fire and to withdraw troops from each other's 
territory Pakistan has accepted the resolution. India has refused 
In view of India's defiance of world opinion expressed by such an 
overwhelming majority, the United States is now returning the issue 
to the Security Council. 

With East Pakistan virtually occupied by Indian troops a continua- 
tion of the war would take on increasingly the character of armed 
attack on the very existence of a member state of the United Nations. 
All permanent members of the Security Council have an obligation 
to end this threat to world peace on the most urgent basis. The 
United States will cooperate fully in this effort.
